A fascinating body of correspondence, particularly rich in information on 
literature pertaining to United States large cents, both old and [then] new. 
Downing’s first letter, dated May 22, 1947, is quite interesting and reads in 
part: “Glad to hear from another variety collector of the early U. S. Large 
Coppers and am sure you will have a good time with the 1800’s. They are 
one of the toughest years of the early dates. The hardest year, however, I 
think is 1796. Clapp and Newcomb spent the last 20 years on the cents of 
1795, 1796,1797 and 1800 and their work is about to be published by the 
American Numismatic Society.. .The text of another, more comprehensive, 
work covering all of the varieties from 1793 to 1814, by Dr. Wm S. [changed 
to “H.” in red pencil] Sheldon is also completed and is now awaiting the 
release of the Clapp - Newcomb book before publication.. .1 have made up 
and am enclosing an up-to-date list of the 1800 cents as you requested [present 
here, with columns listing Sheldon numbers, die marriages, Doughty equiva¬ 
lents, and remarks].” Williamson notes at the bottom that he “wrote 5-24 
giving description of my specimen & asking if it were Sheldon 209...” 
Downing’s second letter, dated Dec. 10,1947, if anything, is even more inter¬ 
esting. Responding to problems encountered by cent collectors of the day in 
obtaining information, he writes: “Those with less determination probably 
get discouraged and give it up but it seems to captivate the strong-hearted. 
Fortunately about the time that I reached this state of mind I had the good 
fortune to meet the late Henry C. Hines who was able and willing to answer 
my many questions. This association lasted for several years until his death. 
About that time I got acquainted with Dr. Sheldon and I have profited greatly 
from his extensive knowledge of the subject. The present publications de¬ 
scribe all of the known varieties but they have their short-comings...The 
real story about the cents is, therefore, yet to come and to my knowledge 
there is only one person in the world that is qualified to write this story. 
Sheldon is that person and when his new book becomes available...It will 
cover the early dates (1793-1814) and is the greatest thing that has ever been 
done in American numismatics. It should cause a great revival in cent col¬ 
lecting with a corresponding appreciation in cent values.” In the next letter, 
Downing proposes a get-together, noting that “I told Dr. Sheldon about you 
and he will probably spend the evening with us.” In an April 11,1948 letter 
Downing discusses several cent publications sent to Williamson, including 
his “copy of the Am. Journal with the first article on 1793’s by Crosby. The 
photos were apparently made by Jos. N. T. Levick. Don’t know much about 
him except that he was very active in numismatics about that time and had 
been working on the 1793’s.” In a very long July 13,1948 letter, worthy of 
publication, Ray Williamson eloquently responds to Downing’s query: “Why 
does anyone collect varieties of U. S. Cents?” Much fascinating commentary 
on cents and, especially, books pertaining to them follows, including a note 
on the two different varieties of Levick photographs accompanying Crosby’s 
1869 AJN article. Downing’s interesting Sept. 26, 1948 responds to 
Williamson’s letter encouragingly: “I think you are getting at the reason for 
variety collecting — acquiring enough knowledge to get out of the elemen¬ 
tary class.” Space and time do no allow additional commentary but the con¬ 
tent of these letters continues to be interesting and important all the way 
through.
